I, Franklin D. Roosevelt, president of the United States 


of Am erica, do hereby designate Thursday, the 23rd of No­ 
vember, 1939, as a day of general thanksgiving. 
More than three centuries ago, at the season of the gather­ 
ing in of the harvest, the Pilgrim s hum bly paused in their work 
and gave thanks to God for the preservation of their community 


and for the abundant yield of the soil. 
A century and a half later, after the new nation had been 
formed, and the charter of government, the constitution of the 
republic, had received the assent of the states, President W ash­ 
ington and his successors invited the people of the nation to lay 
down their tasks one day in the year and give thanks for the 
blessings that had been granted them by Divine Providence. 
It is fitting that we should continue this hallowed custom 
and select a day in 1939 to be dedicated to reverent thoughts of 


thanksgiving 
Our nation has gone steadily forward in the application of 
democratic processes to economic and social problems. W e have 
faced the specters of business depression, of unemployment, and 
of widespread agricultural distress, and our positive efforts to 
alleviate these conditions have met with heartening results. 
W e have also been permitted to see the fruition of measures

Some schools may be 
closed and the p up ils transp orted 
to a central sp ot economically.” 
Pointing out the advantages of 
large districts over small, Correll 
nam ed efficiency of instruction, 
better environm ent and more so­ 
cial contacts for the p up ils, econ­ 
omy of m aterials and the better 
care that would be afforded each 
p up il. Last year, he added, there 
w ere 1,119 schools in the state 
w ith five p up ils or less. 
May Demand School. 
Under Nebrask a law any p arent 
may dem and that the school dis­ 
trict op en a school if there are five 
resident p up ils between the ages 
of seven and 16. 
W here schools 
are closed they mey be op ened 
w henever the boards of educa­ 
tion desire if a num ber of p up ils 
move into the 
district, Correll 
p ointed out. 
He said that last year four small 
Lancaster county districts consid­ 
ered voluntarily combining and 
that their estim ated saving each 
year 
would 
ap p rox im ate 
$300. 
One school would be used, w ith 
one teacher for 24 p up ils and a 
bus would transp ort the students 
to and from home. 
This year three more schools 
are closed than in 19 38, but one 
closed last y^ar has reop ened. The 
closed schools are District No. 67 
near Malcolm; 143 north of H ave­ 
lock ; 75 south of the p rison; 9 4 
tnd 129 west of Hick m an; 125 
near F irth and 79 east of Bennet. 
Nos. 67, 134 and 9 4 w ere op en 
last year, while No. 141, closed 
last year, is op en now with four 
p up ils, only tw o between 7 and 
1C. 
This is thj tenth year that 
D istrict 129 has been closed.
